But wh en y ou examine th e states 
assigned to th e doubtful column with 
th e reasons for th at assignment y ou 
will find 
th ree 
great 
stream s 
of 
American th ough t—prosperity , 
pro­ 
h ibition and th e h abit of voting Re­ 
publican—any 
one 
of 
wh ich 
can 
knock 45 votes into th e column of Re­ 
publican certainties with astonish ing 
ease. 
Th ree to one on th e math ematical 
go-in, 
multipjlied 
by th ree 
more 
ch ances on issues—and if th at doesn t 
cake ten to 
one near 
enough 
to 
satisfy any h onest 
bookmaker, 
th e 
eminent Mr. W entworth ’s 
doctrines 
of ch oice and 
ch ance made no im­ 
pression at all on th is y outh ful mind 
wh en it perused 
h is brown-backed 
arith metic to th e bitter end. 
For instance, th e 45 votes of Mr. 
Smith ’s own state of New York h ave 
been assigned to th e doubtful col­ 
umn, for th ese good reasons: Out of 
14 presidential elections since 18 7 2, 
th e state 
h as gone 
Republican 
10 
times and Democratic only four times 
but in th ree out of th ose four times 
it went 
Democratic 
in favor 
of a 
dy namically favorite son, Tilden 
or 
Cleveland. 
Once it turned 
against 
Cleveland 
as it h as turned 
against 
“Al” Smith once in a governorsh ip 
race. 
Th ere are many observers in New 
York wh o will say it is sure to turn 
against 
Smith 
in 
th e presidential 
race, particularly if Hugh es is nomi 
nated. 
And if it does, Smith can go on and 
carry such ordinarily rock-ribbed Re­ 
publican fastnesses as Massach usetts, 
Connecticut and Oh io, to mention no 
oth ers, and still be barred from th e 
presidency , solely by th e addition of 
th ose 45 votes from h is own state to 
th e 221 wh ich at th is moment can be 
counted “in th e bag” for Republican­ 
ism. 
Smith ’s partisans are righ t in rais­ 
ing th e cry , “You can’t win with out 
tfew York and Smith is th e only man 


wh o can carry New York.” 
Th e in­ 
dications are th at h e can carry New 
York. 
But h e also can lose it. 
And 
even if h e does carry it, th ere are 
still two or th ree im portant groupings 
in th e doubtful 
column th at 
could 
lose h im th e presidency . 
Th ese could lose it to h im on th e 
th ree great stream s 
of 
American 
th ough t h eretofore alluded to. 
It is 
true th at th ese streams may take a 
different direction with in th e next 13 
month s. 
But, 
in any weigh ing 
of 
th e possibilities 
as th ey 
lie today 
th ese th ree stream s, or any one of 
th em, must be reckoned as issues in 
embry o against “Al” Smith . 
Th ey 
are: 
Th e tendency of th e country to vote 
Republican 
unless it is 
profoundly 
aroused: 
Prosperity . 
Proh ibition. 
Th e religious issue, Smith ’s Tam­ 
many affiliations and oth er issues are 
not mentioned for reasons to be ex­ 
plained later. 
But th e th ree named 
will give to th e Smith partisans a gi 
gantic task to perform if th ey are to 
enter th e campaign next spring with 
any h ope of success.

Generatio ns of

In n stone cutting p lant p urp osely 
established at Belhesda, Md., 45 ions 
of stone are p roduced daily from hifge

HEAVY WOOL 


Supply for Upholstery in New 
Car—Buys From 
Grower. 


Another step toward control of 
its raw materials was taken by 
Ford Motor Company this year, 
when it began buying wool for 
automotive upholstery in produc­ 
tion quantities 
direct from the 
grower. 
In the shearing season of the 
present year, quantity buying was 
conformed to Ford specifications, 
and experimental purchasing w a s 
extended into northeastern Indi­ 
ana and northern 
and 
western 
Ohio. Ford purchases of wool di­ 
rect from the grower in 1926 to­ 
talled 340,000 pounds. This year 
the total amounted to 1,350,000 
pounds, says a Dow-Jones & Co. 
report. 
The company has enlisted tin 
Cooperation of the Michigan State 
College, and, with the help of that 
institution’s 
department of hus­ 
bandry, is preparing a list of in­ 
structions which it believed will 
prove of value to the grower de- 
si rious of improving his flock and 
handling its yield. 
In deciding to buy directi}* from 
the grower, the Ford Motor Com­ 
pany was influenced by the hope 
its contact with bim might serve 
to develop a form of cooperative 
effort believed necessary by tin 
Federal Department of Agricul­ 
ture, and lead to an improvement 
of product which would benefit 
the grower as well as the pur­ 
chaser. 
In carrying out tile 1927 wool- 
purchase plan, fifteen 
company 
buyers visited 
more than 
6000 
growers in Michigan, Indiana and 
Ohio. 
Wool was 
purchased of 
4,379 of those visited. Prepara­ 
tion of territories included in the 
1927 plan began in March, when 
Ford dealers 
in these 
districts 
were notified company wool buy­ 
ers would visit 
their 
localities 
during the latter half of April. 
Shearing season is in early May. 
Many dealers cooperated with the 
company by collecting data re­ 
garding local wool-growing and 
recording it 
on forms supplied 
them by the home office. 
Wherever wool was found sat­ 
isfactory, the grower was given a 
purchase agreement, 
specifying 
the approximate date when the 
clip must be delivered at the car. 
The date was placed from two to 
ten weeks in the future, to allow

fit them together like pieces In a gi­ 
gantic jig saw puzzle. 
The stones for Solomon’s temple 
likewise were prepared for the ma­ 
sons away from the temple site.

Relatives, Says Judge 
Chicago.—lf there is a child, an 
aged person or a cripple in your fam­ 
ily, you may find yourself compelled 
by law to support him. 
That was announced by County 
Judge Edmund K. Jnrecki, before 
whom uli cases of Indigent persons 
are brought for commitment to char­ 
itable institutions. 
And the order In which relatives are 
liable for the support of poor rela­ 
tions Is: 
First, tile father must support a 
child. If he is unable, then the grand­ 
father,* third, the mother, and then 
the grandmother. 
In the case of aged or infirm men 
or women, their children, lf they have 
any, must pay for their keep. If not, 
a brother must foot the bills, and, if 
they are without brothers, their sisters 
are responsible, providing they are un­ 
married. 
lf they are married and 
have no separate property, then—and 
only then—are the coffers of Cook 
county open to them for food and 
shelter. 
"Hereafter when a person applies 
to this court for charity we shall call 
every relative ne has to determine 
whether they can take care of him.” 
Judge Jarecki said. 
And in accordance with his new reg­ 
ulation he ordered a grandfather and 
a brother to support two persons ap­ 
plying for charity.

buying wool 
for 
automotive upholstery in produc­ 
tion quantities 
direct from the 
grower. 
In the shearing season of the 
present year, quantity buying was 
conformed to Ford specifications, 
and experimental purchasing was 
extended into northeastern Indi- 
| ana and northern 
and 
western 
I Ohio. Ford purchases of wool di­ 
rect from the grower in 1926 to­ 
talled 840,000 pounds. This year 
the total amounted to 1,350,000 
pounds, says a Dow-Jones Si Co. 
report. 
The company has enlisted the 
cooperation of the Michigan State 
College, and, with the help of that 
institution’s 
department of hus­ 
bandry, is preparing a list of in­ 
structions which it believed will 
prove of value to the grower de­ 
sirous of improving his flock and 
handling its yield. 
In deciding to buy directly from 
the grower, the Ford Motor Com­ 
pany was influenced by the hope 
its contact with him might serve 
to develop a form of cooperative 
effort believed necessary by the 
Federal Department of Agricul­ 
ture, and lead to an improvement 
of product which would benefit 
the grower as well as tile pur­ 
chaser. 
In carrying out the 1927 wool- 
purcliase plan, fifteen 
company 
buyers visited 
more than 
6000 
growers in Michigan, Indiana and 
Ohio. 
Wool was 
purchased of 
4,379 of those visited. Prepara­ 
tion of territories included in the 
1927 plan began in March, when 
Ford dealers 
in these 
districts 
were notified company wool buy­ 
ers would visit 
their 
localities 
during the latter half of April. 
Shearing season is in early May. 
Many dealers cooperated with the 
company by 
collecting data re­ 
garding local wool-growing and 
recording it 
on forms supplied 
them by the home office, 
i 
Wherever wool was found sat­ 
isfactory, the grower was given a 
purchase agreement, 
specifying 
the approximate date when the 
clip must be deliveretl at the car. 
I The date was placed from two to 
ten weeks in the future, to allow 
time for shearing. As soon as his 
j product was brought to tile car 
land weighed each 
grower 
was 
given a purchase order, and with­ 
in three days the grower received 
ia check.
